MISCELLANEOUS. 


This has been another year when all previous shipping 
and trade figures have been broken. The shipment tonnage has been 
increased by 2% and the shipping figures by 12%, the majority of the 
latter taking place at Fowey. This shows a steady expansion in 
China Clay trade, and there is every reason to suppose this expansion 
will continue. iKnglish China Clays Ltd., have recently negotiated a 
long lease of the docks and loading installations at Fowey from 
British Rail. They intend to radically re-organise the loading facilities, 
and dredge the main shipping channel to an increased depth to enable 
the entry of ships up to 15,000 N.R.T.'s. When this work is complete 
the number and size of ships capable of being handled will undoubtedly 
show a sharp increase, together with the shipped tonnage of clay and 
allied products. This will bring about a consequent increase in the 
amount of..vork and, more particularly, in the work of the Port Sanitary 
Inspector, who in due course may very well need assistance as he is 
at present working beyond reasopable full capacity. 


Water supplies during the year have on the whole been 


‘gatisfactory, and we were very fortunate to escape oil pollution 


following the "Torrey Canyon" disaster. 


During the next five years the shipment of china Clay 
from Fowey and Par is likely to be transformed in response to an 
ever-increasing world demand, and shipping and tonnage figures will 
almost certainly increase by up to 30%.
